The  809th  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was  called 
to  order  by  Vice-President  J.  J.  Pittman  in  the  absence  of  President 
9.  Clark  Place  who  was  on  vacation,  at  9.20  pm. 


The  minutes  of  the  SOSth  meeting  were  read.  There  being  no  alterations 
they  were  approved  as  read. 


There  were  present  24  members  and  3 visitors. 


Correspondence  accumulated  since  the  meeting  of  June  15th  was  read. 

Among  this  correspondence  was  a post  card  from  Mrs.  Mable  S.  Smith  of 
the  Museum  acknowledging  the  notice  from  the  Secretary  regarding  the 
meetings  of  July  20th  and  August  17th. 

Under  Bills  the  Secretary  presented  a bill  in  the  amount  of$|.79tto 
cover  the  expense  of  Post  cards,  Stamps,  Paper  and  Envelopes.  This 
bill  was  received  and  approved  and  ordered  paid. 

The  Secretary  notified  the  members  that  he  had  received  from  Mr.  Lewis 
M.  Reagan,  General  Secretary  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  the 
National  Coin  Week  Participation  Medals  awarded  to  13  mSmbSrs  of  the 
R.  N.  A.  with  the  thanks  and  congratulations  of  the  committee.  Those 
members  whose  names  appeared  on  the  list  and  were  present  received  their 
medals. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Pittman  the  Secretary  reported  on  the  Picnic  held 
V at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Thayer  on  Saturday,  July  10th . The  Secretary  made 

a r e comm eddat ion  that  if  any  member  present  has  never  attended  a picnic 
or  other  function  at  Mrs.  Thayer's  home  they  should  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  of  tie  hospitality , beadtffil  surroundings  and  above  all 
one  of  the  most  interesting  private  displays  of  antiques  and  works  of 
art,  if  and  when  it  is  made  possible  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Pittman,  Rtepf esentafi'trfeeto  the  Hobby  Council  spoke  regarding  the  fail- 
ure of  the  members  to  be  present  on  important  occasions  of  the  Hobby 
Council.! 

The  Curator  made  a report  that  Mr.  George  J.  Bauer  had  made  a gift  of 
local  medals  and  medallions  to  the  R.  N.  A. 

Mr.  Bauer  spoke  regarding  the  historical  interest  and  value  of  these  medal, 
and  medallions.  Many  of  them  were  representative  of  organizations  that 
have  passed  out  of  existance  but  which  during  the  time  of  their  activity 
played  a very  important  par£  in  the  civic  life  of  Rochester. 

Mr.  Bauer  was  Extended  a sincere  vote  of  thanks  by  the  Club  for  his  gift. 


PThe  application  of  Mr.  Stanly  F.  Sanger,  accompanied  by  the  proper  amount 
of  money  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Membership  Committee  for  their 
attention. 

No  formal  program  having  been  planned  Mr.  Pittman  turned  the  meeting 
over  to  Mr.  Judd,  Program  Chairman.  Mr.  Judd  gave  a highly  vivid  descr- 
iption of  how  he  obtained  a Bar  Cent  from  some  Irish  relatives  of  his. 

The  trials  and  tribulations  were  evidently  worth  bearing  as  his  final 
remark  was  that  he  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  Bar  Cent.

The  310th  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  v;as  called  to 
order  by  President  S-  Clark  Place  at  3.20  pm  with  19  members  and  4 vis- 
itors present. 

The  minutes  of  the  T09th  meeting  were  read  and  there  being  no  alter- 
ations or  corrections  theyj£  were  approved  as  read. 

The  correspondence  end  advertising  matter  accumulated  since  the  previous 
meeting  was  read  and  disposed  of. 

Among  the  correspondence  was  a letter  from  Mr.  Louis  J.  Daignault,  113 
Gillet+  Rd. , Spencerport , N.  Y.,  asking  for  information  regarding  an 
i 353  Flying  Eagle  Cent  in  h^ s possesion.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  write  the  gentlemen  and  give  him  such  information  ws  was  possible  from 
the  meager  information  contained  on  the  card  and  to  invite  him  to  attend 
one  of  our  meetings  and  bring  the  coin  with  him. 

Also  among  the  printed  matter  was  a booklet  in  French  on  the  Subject  - 

Medals  and  Moneys  of  the  French  Revolution  and  the 
First  Republic, 

the  gift  D.  F.  Buchwald,  Lt*  Col.  FA,  Post  HQ,.,  Carlisle  Barracks,  Car- 
lisle, Pa. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  and  thank  this  gentleman  for  his 
contribution  which  was  turned  over  to  the  Librarian. 

A bill  from  the  Rochester  Museum  of  ArtB  and  Sciences  for  rentals  for 
first  half  of  1943  was  received  and  read.  On  Motion  by  Mr.  Bl&om  and 
Seconded  by  Mr.  Richards  that  this  bill  be  paid  and  there  being  no  obj- 
ection it  was  so  ordered. 

Another  item  of  correspondence  was  the  Club  Ballot  for  Officers  of  the 
A.  N|  A.  On  motion  by  Dr.  Cady  and  Seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  that  the 
ballot  be  signed  and  ■Lurned  over  to  Mr.  Bauer  to  act  for  the  Club  at  the 
Boston  meeting.  There  being  no  objection  this  was  done. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Manden  Brul,  50  Brentwood  Street,  Roch- 
ester, N.  Y.,  accompaniel  by  the  props-  amount  of  money  was  rereived  and 
referred  to  the  Membership  Committee. 

Under  Sickness  and  Distress  Dr.  Cady  made  a seport  on  Past  President  Wm. 
Hutchinson  and  made  a suggestion  that  some  of  the  members  make  a visit 
to  see  Bill. 

Mr.  Judd  Program  Chairman  announced  that  he  would  have  hie  Fall  and  Winter 
Program  lined  up  in  the  very  near  future. 

Regarding  the  Program  for  our  311th  meeting  at  which  time  Mr.  Gilbert 
Askew  of  London,  England,  iB  scheduled  to  speak,  Mr.  Pittman  suggested 
that  a letter  be  sent  to  the  Buffalo  Club  inviting  them  to  be  with  the 
R.  N ■ A.  on  that  night.  The  President  instructed  the  Secretary  to  write 
this  letter.  Mr.  Pittman  aa:'ed  that  due  to  the i:£ meeting  night  being 
after  our  meeting  it  would  be  best  to  send  s copy  of  the  letter  to  raoBe 
than  one  member  of  the  Buffalo  Club.  This  was  so  ordered. a>vz>  po**£. 
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The  President  also  instructed  the  Secretary  to  write  to  Mr.  Wilbur  C.

Mr.  Eichorn,  Librarian,  reported  the  receipt  of  the  Numismatist  and  the 
Scrapbook.  He  also  advised  that  the  expiration  of  subscription  slip  was 
enclosed.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Ca’y  and  Seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  that  the 
subscription  bill  for  the  Scrapbook  be  paid*  There  being  no  objections 
it  ws  so  ordered. 


Mr.  Eichorn  also  stated  that  Mr.  Vharles  W.  Foster  hadpresented  a number 
of  catalogs  from  his  collection  of  books,  to  the  Club.  Mr.  Foster  was 
voted  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  Club. 

Mr.  Eichorn  also  mentioned  an  item  in  the  Numismatist  for  August,  1943, 
page  512  regarding  our  fellow  member  Mr.  George  J.  Bauer  and  hie  long 
membership  and  service  to  the  A-  N . A. 


Mr.  MacGowan  spoke  regaling  a young  man  being  picked  up  by  his  depart- 
ment, stealing  some  Chinese  Coins  from  a house  on  Rauber  Street.  He  asked 
for  any  informa^ip^as  to  such  a.  collector.  Mr.  Bauer  advised  him  he  had 
the  Rauber  Streep fnr his  mind. 


The  subject  of  A.  N.  A.  attendance  came  up  and  the  following  members  ann- 
ounced their  intention  of  being  there:  Mr.  Bauer,  Sr.,  MrT  3auer,  -Jr., 

Mr.  Pittman  and  Mr.  Bloom. 


Mr.  Foster  announced  that  he  had  some  display  frames  which  he  wished  to 


^ell  the  Club  if  they  desired  to  buy  them.  The  Display  Frames  were  offered 
Mr.  Foster  at  $3*00  each.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Club  bu$r 
6 these  frames.  There  being  no  objection  this  was  done  and  the  Secret- 
ary instructed  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  the  $13.00  due  Mr.  Foster. 


Mr.  Foster  announced  at  this  time  that  he  had  donated  a number  of  Photo- 
graphs, Photo  Set  Ups  & c.,  to  the  Club.  Mr.  Foster  was  gien  a rising  vote 
of  thanks  by  the  Club. 


Mr.  Bauer  expressed  his  dissatisfaction  with  the  ruling  of  the  National 
Coin  Week  Committee  in  not  giving  the  R.  N.  A.  recognition  for  the  work 
done  by  it  as  an  organization. 

Mr.  Bauer  suggested  that  Refreshments  be  served  at  our  next  meeting.  The 
President  to  notify  Mrs.  Thayer,  Refreshment  Chairman  regarding  this-  The 
Secretary  to  make  arrangements  for  the  larger* room  downstairs,  also  kitch- 
en facilities. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Club  and  the  night 
being  extrememly  hot  the  Program  for  the  evening  was  dispensed  with  and 
the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Auction  which  was  ably  conduted  by  Mr.  Pitt- 
man.

The  811th  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatio  Association  was  called 
to  order  at  8.35  pm  by  President  S. -Clark  Place. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Auditorium  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Museum  instead  of  in  the  regular  Craft  Room. 

There  were  19  members  and  16  visitors  present.  Among  the  visitors 
were  7 members  of  the  Buffalo  Numismatic  Association  and  Mrs.  J.  H. 

Wild  of  Buffalo. 

The  minutes  of  the  810th  meeting  were  read.  There  being  no  alter- 
ations or  corrections  the  minutes  were  approved  as  read. 

The  Secretary  presented  a bill  in  the  amount  of  $6,50  to  cover  the 
purchase  of  500  Post  Cards  and  50  - 3#  stamps  required  for  notices 
and  correspondence  for  the  balance  of  the  year  1948. 

Correspondence  accumulated  since  the  previous  meeting  was  read  and 
a number  of  magazines  and  booklets  were  received  and  disposed  of. 

Among  the  correspondence  was  a letter  requesting  information  on 
Roman  Coins.  This  letter  was  handed  to -Mr.  Bauer  for  his  attention. 

President  Place  welcomed  the  visitors  and  expressed  his  pleasure  at 
their  being  with  us  on  this  occasion. 

The  applications  of  Mr.  Stanley  J.  F*  Sanger  and  Mr.  Herbert  W. 

Vanden  Brul  having  been  received  and  the  Membership  Committee  having* 
reported  favorably  on  both  of  these  applications j the  membership 
having  been  notified  by  publication  on  the  Postal  Card  notices,  they 
were  given  the  benefit  of  the  ballot  and  unanimously  elected  to 
membership  in  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association. 

Mr.  Judd,  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  announced  that  Mr.  Barney 
Bloom  would  be  the  speaker  at  the  next  meeting  on  the  subject  - 
"Coins  of  Sweden," 

Mr.  Judd  also  announced  that  Mr.  Charles  Foster  would  be  the  speaker 
at  the  first  meeting  in  October.  The  subject  of  Mr.  Foster’s  talk 
was  not  announced. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  be  fore  the  meeting  the 
President  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Pittman  who  intro- 
duced the  speaker  of  the  evening  Mr,  Gilbert  Askew  of  London,  England, 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  and  Representative  and  Associate 
of  B.  F.  Seaby,  Ltd.,  London,  England,  who  chose  as  his  subject  - 

"Coins  of  Roman  Britain." 

MrsqAskew  was  adequately  able  to  present  this  subject  in  an  inter- 
esting manner.  He,  having  lived  in  the  North  of  England  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Hadrian  Wall  and  the  later  Pictic  Wall  and  having 
been  present  and  a participant  in  some  of  the  actual  excavations 
and  receovery  of  some  the  Roman  Coins,  made  it  possible  for  him 
to  present  thd  subject  in  an  interesting  manner. 
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His  discourse  covered  the  period  from  the  First  Roman  Invasion  in 
the  time  of  Julius  Caesar,  55  B.C.  to  Magnus  Maximus,  383  A.D.  and 
brought  many  historical  facts  regarding  the  Roman  Conquest,  the 
location  of  the  Mints  of  Camulodunum  (Colchester)  and  Londinium 
(London)  and  many  other  details  pertinent  to  the  study  of  the 
subject  nCoins  of  Roman  Britain.” 

Mr.  Askew  showed  a number  of  slides  of  Roman  Coins  of  this  period 
in  history. 

At  the  conelusion  of  his  talk  Mr.  Askew  took  part  in  a question 
and  answer  period. 

Mr.  Askew  was  given  a rising  vote  of  thanks  by  the  members  end 
visitors  present.

collection.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS,  the  proxy  system,  under  present  operation 
of  the  A.N.A.  Constitution, has  attained  the  status  of  a 
Frankenstein,  and  that*.. 

Under  the  present  Constitution,  the  Secretary  of 
the  A.N.A.  is  permitted  to  vote  all  proxies  that  reach 
him.  During  the  existence  of  the  rules  that  permitted 
this  situation  to  exist,  the  A.N.A.  Secretary  has  always 
had  in  his  possession  many  more  proxies  than  the  total 
membership  of  delegates  who  attended  the  A.N.A.  Conventions, 
and  that. . . . 

During  the  last  two  conventions,  when  any  question 
of  importance  came  up  on  the  floor,  which  question  may  not 
have  been  to  the  liking  of  the  Secretary,  he  merely  flashed 
his  proxies  before  the  assembled  delegates  and  advised  them 
that  any  arguments  on  their  part  were  absolutely  useless, 
for  he  personally  was  opposed  to  the  measure  under  discussion 
and  that  he  would  vote  the  proxies  that  he  had  in  his  posses- 
sion.
